MILL WASTE 
FOR 
PAPER 


Use of Lumber Refuse May Cut Down 
Cost of Product. 
Scientists in W ashington are deeply 
interested in w hat Is believed to be a 
means of m anufacturing paper from 
ground wood, in which the w aste of 
mills can be used, says a W ashington 
special dispatch to the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 
If successful, the plan will 
eliminate the cost of wood specially 
cut for the m anufacture of paper pulp. 
The pitch 
which 
heretofore inter­ 
fered with the use of wood of this 
character is overcome in the new proc­ 
ess by so treating the pulp that it 
passes off In vapor, and the fiber is 
recovered by subjecting the m ass to a 
system of pressing. 
The very much Increased cost of pa­ 
per, which has led m any new spapers 
to increase their price or resort to the 
alternative of decreasing their size, 
has aroused experts to a study of 
means to reduce the cost of paper 
foundations. 
E xperim ents now in progress indi­ 
cate that the system of using mill 
w aste can be made a success. Such a 
plant is now in operation in Vancou­ 
ver, which has proved a success. The 
project is backed by a company w ith 
$1,000,000 of capital, and the plant 
when in complete running order will 
have an output of 300 tons of finished 
paper a week.

Eighth commandant as his text, Will­ 
iam J. Bryan pointed out to the Civic 
Forum the possibilities of larceny in 
violation of the law and—w hat he said 
was of still greater importance—lar­ 
ceny through the operation of the law. 
Mr. Bryaft declared that while the 
law recognized two general forms of 
larceny and grand larceny, there had 
been a disposition recently to sub­ 
divide the greater crime. 
,:So now,” he added, “we are in­ 
clined to think of stealing as petit 
larceny, grand larceny as glorious lar­ 
ceny.”

MILL WASTE FOR PAPER. 


Use of Lumber Refuse May Cut Down 
Cost of Product. 
Scientists In Washington are deeply 
Interested In what Is believed to be a 
means of manufacturing paper from 
ground wood, In which the waste of 
mills can be used, says a Washington 
special dispatch to the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 
If successful, the plan will 
eliminate the cost of wood specially 
cut for the manufacture of paper pulp. 
The pitch which heretofore inter­ 
fered with the use of wood of this 
character Is overcome in the new proc­ 
ess by so treating the pulp that it 
passes off In vapor, and the fiber Is 
recovered by subjecting the mass to a 
system of pressing. 
The very much Increased cost of pa 
per, which has led many newspapers 
to Increase their price or resort to the 
alternative of decreasing their size, 
has aroused experts to a study of 
means to reduce the cost of paper 
foundations. 
Experiments now in progress tndi 
cate that the system of using mill 
waste can be made a success. Such a 
plant Is now in operation in Vancou­ 
ver, which has proved a success. The 
project is backed by a company with 
$1,000,000 of capital, and the plant 
when in complete running order will 
have an output of 360 tons of finished 
paper a week.

The firemen fought the flames in 
th e liltter cold, which froze the water 
In the stand pipes and made the pres­ 
sure inadequate to confine the fire to 
the third floor, where It started. 
The 
Injured were found lying beneath the 
nuns in pools of fast freezing water. 
A second fireman named Conlin was 
discovered to be missing when Engine 
Company No. 4 returned to its head­ 
quarters and the roll call was taken. 
Firemen Conlin was in the building 
when the crash came. 
Tile fire spread rapidly and the em­ 
ployes in the building had to make 
hurried exits. 
As they were escap­ 
ing from Hie place, the cable of an 
elevator parted and the car, jammed 
with 
frightened 
women 
and 
men, 
dropped to the basement. 
Fortunately 
no one was seriously hurt, and to their 
swift 
descent, they may owe their 
lives. 
Hardly 
had 
the 
passengers 
scrambled from the wreckage of the 
car when, without warning, the third 
floor gave way and carried with it the 
second floor and fifteen firemen who 
were working within the walls. 
A mo­ 
ment later a score of firemen rushed 
into the burning wreckage, recklessly 
determined to rescue their comrades, 
whose cries could he heard above the 
noise of puffing engines. 
Meantime 
the 
fire 
was 
burning 
briskly on the top floors and streams 
of water, thrown from adjoining build­ 
ings, 
half drowned 
the imprisoned 
men as well .as those who chopped 
away valiantly wherever burning tim­ 
bers beld a captive. 
Tile temperature 
was well down toward zero and the 
men suffered intensely. 
One by one 
the injured men were released, with 
Hie exception of Eglanton and Conlin, 
who could not be located. 
Though 
badly injured it is believed that the 
rescued men will recover. 
The build­ 
ing had been ruined before the fire 
was controlled.
